Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- yet repou- 
tatives of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met, That» 
the act entitled, “An act to settle and determine the dividing 
line between this State and the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania,” 
passed at Dover, April-1, 1869, be and the same is-hereby re- 
pealed, made null and void.

CHAPTER 2. 
ELECTION DISTRICTS. 
AN ACT to divide St. George's Hundred into two Election Districts, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met, 


SECTION 1. That for the purpose of holding elections for State pivision of

Cochran to the mouth of the road leading from the Middletown 
and Odessa road to the “Brick Mill;” thence with said road 
and crossing the dam belonging to said mill to the road leading: 
from Odessa to Armstrong’s Corners thence with the last named. — 
roads to the Delaware Railroad, and thence'with the said railroad 
to the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal.

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CHAPTER 9. 
OYSTER PLANTATIONS IN DELAWARE BAY. 


AN Act in relation to Oysters. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Iepresentatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met, as follows : 

Sxction 1. All oyster plantations, not exceeding fifteen acres, oyster pan- 
heretofore made in the Delaware Bay, shall be deemed and taken {nay 
to be the possession of the respective planters of them, and tlie seenlen or 
oysters deposited or to be deposited in such plantations, and their ; 
increase, shall be the private property of the said planters; pro- provides 
vided and upon the condition that the said planters shall pay they py the 


rent and 


annually, by the first day of March (the first payment to be made threedotturs 
by the first day of March, A. D. 1871,) to the collector, to be the varkel 
appointed as hereinafter is provided, the sum of twenty-five” 
dollars as rent for the ground so held by them, and the further 

sum of three dollars per ton (custom house measurement) for the 

vessel to be used in the business of working the said plantations. 
Failure to: pay such rent and license fee by the time above men- 
tioned shall be a forfeiture of the rights hereby secured. The 

said plantations shall be designated ‘by stakes, as provided in 

the next section for new plantations, and the oysters within them 

shall be protected as’ is hereinafter provided in the fifth section. 

This privilege shall end with the year expiring the last day of 
February, A. D. 1872, unless renewed, as in the case of a new 
plantation; and as a condition of its enjoyment, the parties 
Interested must, before the first day of March, A. D. 1871, take 

out a license, as provided by the second section hereof. 

SEcrion 2. Any person may appropriate to his or their Own that purt ot 

use a part, not exceeding fifteen acres, of the bottom of the bay py iyih °F 
south of R* Island and west of Blake’s Channel, for planting oys: Island aud 
ters, unless the same be then appropriated by authority of this act, Blake's 
or by its sanction, which part shall be designated by him by stakes, fe appropt!.

justification, or give it in evidence under the general issue. 


Section 7. If any person shall resist the company of the watch-

ance do not endanger life, be guilty of a misdemeanor and be fined 
one hundred dollars; if life be endangered but not taken, he 
shall be deemed guilty of felony and be punished by fine of five 
hundred dollars and exposure in the pillory for one hour and 
imprisonment for one year. If life be taken by the resisting 
party he shall be guilty of murder in the first degree.

ity of all men before the law is now and hath ever been recog- 
nized and vindicated ; 

AND WHEREAS under an act of Congress, approved May 31, 
1870, entitled ‘An act to enforce the right of citizens of the 
United States to vote in the several States of the Union, and for 
other purposes,” a gross and most unjust discrimination is made 
against the white people of the United States, and in favor of 
those of African descent ; , 

AND WHEREAS in pursuance and under color of the aforesaid 
act of Congress, white citizens of this State have been indicted, 
and in one case convicted and sentenced to pay fine and costs to 
an almost ruinous amount for an alleged deprivation of certain 
colored citizens of their political rights, when by the terms and 
tenor of said law the same rights of white citizens could not 
have equal protection ; 

AND WHEREAS under the aforesaid act of Congress indict- 
ments have been found, and in the only case as yet tried, fol- 
lowed by conviction and sentence of officers of the State of Dela- 
ware, who are essential instrumentalities to the State, in the 
exercise of her functions of local self-government, the offence 
alleged being a violation of the constitution and laws of this 
State;
